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Big plans for community college 


EXCITING plans have been announced for 
Honiton Community College, with more 
work set to take place after the English 
building has been refurbished. 

The fortunes of the college are perceived to be 
on the up after it achieved a ‘good’ rating in its lat¬ 
est Ofsted report and announced an overhaul of the 
campus. 

The college’s English building is currently un¬ 
dergoing a £220,000 makeover which will include 
a new roof, LED lighting, floors and windows. 

Phase one of the college’s grand scheme was 
completed last year with the opening of the Tech¬ 
nologies and Language building, for which the col¬ 
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lege had received more than £1 million of funding. 

And after the redevelopment of the English 
building, the college will look to crack on with 
phase two of the plan - a £1.8million brand new 
state-of-the-art sports facility. 

Phase three of the redesign would see a new sci¬ 
ence building added to an existing building built 
in 2006, and phase four plans would redesign the 
entrance building, which consists of admin offices 
and several classrooms. 

Earlier this month, the college got to work on the 
complete overhaul of the current English depart¬ 
ment building. 

The roof had begun to leak and the school de¬ 


cided to act and received more than £220,000 from 
the Educational Funding Agency (EFA). 

The bidding process for these projects is ex¬ 
tremely competitive and over the next four to five 
years the college is hoping to receive around 
£5million in funding to make the plans a reality. 

In the last round of bidding, of which the college 
were unsuccessful by one percentage point, the 
EFA received 3,500 school applications totalling 
£1.1 billion of funding. The agency could only 
handout £435million for condition improvements 
to 1,276 colleges/academies. 

However, the college is appealing the decision; 
if they are unsuccessful at this stage, they will re¬ 
apply for the grant in December. 

Matt Burrell, Director of Finance and Resources, 
said: “We’re really excited by this refurbishment 
project which will see a block of English class¬

rooms brought right up to date and provide a great 
environment for the students. 

“The work was made possible due to the success¬ 
ful bid which saw us awarded over £200,000 to 
bring the project to life. 

“Bidding for extra income to supplement our 
main budget, which covers day to day costs but 
isn’t enough to help us refurbish the fabric of the 
school, the buildings, is a key aspect of my role. 

“We have another bid in progress to help rebuild 
the gym, the result of which we hope to get next 
month. In the meantime, we’re eager to get the 
keys back for our English block and can’t wait to 
move in.”

From the deputy editor’s chair 


Decision time beckons on Thursday 



BY the time you read this we’ll only be two days 
away from collectively making one of the biggest 
decisions this country has made in my lifetime. 

The EU has long been a bugbear for the UK. 
We’ve never embraced it. We declined to join the 
founding nations of the then EEC in 1957, and then 
wondered why France spent the Sixties saying 
‘non’ when we turned up late to the party trying 
to get in. 

When we finally did accept the invitation in 1973, 
only two years later we were holding a referen¬ 
dum on whether or not we should stay. 

Whilst the majority of the EU’s member states 
signed up to share a single currency and even 
more said yes to the Schengen Agreement - 
allowing passport-free travel between those 
countries - we opted out. 

I'm not saying we were wrong to do so on either 
front, but can we not appreciate the perks of our 
special status on being able to take a pass on such 
key policies whilst continuing to be a full member 
of the club? 

Now, 41 years since we were last asked, here we 
are again: Should the United Kingdom remain a 
member of the European Union? 

That's the question we’ll be given the chance to 
answer on Thursday. 

And, even though the EU is a very different 
beast to the Common Market of 1975, it still 
sounds like a case of deja vu. 

As much as I appreciate the size of the inner 
workings and hierarchy of the EU has got way out 
of hand and that far too much money is wasted 


(decamping MEPs from Brussels to Strasbourg 
once a month, for one), surely working for change 
from within - rather than throwing our toys out of 
the pram and refusing to play - is the best option? 

The benefits of membership have included 
everything from free trade to lasting peace across 
Europe... why throw that away? 

It hasn’t been a campaign either side can be 
proud of, with much of the public as confused over 
which way to vote as they were six months ago. 

There are so many factors to consider on both 
sides of the argument, yet all I've heard is immi¬ 
gration, immigration and immigration. 

Do people not realise that more non-EU citizens 
moved to the UK last year than people from the 
rest of the European Union? 

And what about the fact that countries like 
Norway - quite happily sitting outside of the EU - 
still have to open their borders to EU citizens to 
ensure free trade with the single market? You 
can’t have it both ways - it’s as simple as that. 

I’m sure many of you disagree and are champing 
at the bit to put your cross in the ‘Leave’ box come 
Thursday. And if you’re voting from the heart with 
true conviction, I wouldn’t dream of trying to per¬ 
suade you otherwise. 

But if you’re not sure, or have any doubt that 
voting ‘Leave’ is the best way forward for this 
country, I urge you to consider the old adage - “if 
it ain't broke, don't fix it”.

Council warns of drug 
gangs 'open warfare' 


A COUNCIL official has said there is “open warfare” 
on the streets of Chard involving drug gangs from 
three major cities. 

Steve Brewer, the community safety co-ordinator 
for South Somerset District Council, has said that 
drug dealers from London, Manchester and Liver¬ 
pool are targeting vulnerable people in Chard to sell 
their evil wares. 

“There is open warfare in Chard among the gangs,” 
he said last Tuesday (June 7th) while giving a pres¬ 
entation to members of Yeovil Town Council. 

Mr Brewer said the organised crime gangs were 
entering our towns and manipulating vulnerable 
people - such as the elderly - by befriending them 
and before long taking over their homes to carry out 
their criminal activity. 

He has urged anyone who might suspect that 
“something is not right" at a property to get in touch 
with police. 

A report from the National Crime Agency has said 
there is growing evidence of gangs using mobile 
phone lines to extend drug dealing into new areas. 

If anyone has any suspicions about illegal drug ac¬ 
tivity taking place in their street or neighbourhood 
- please call police on 101.

DONATIONS to Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends (LoF) have dropped dramatically since the 
closure of in-patient beds last year.

There were alarming signs in 2014 when the total 
came to £63,400.

In his report at the AGM on June 17th, LoF chair¬ 
man Dr Phil Taylor said: “Donations to the LoF have 
dropped dramatically since the beds were closed.” 

The LoF accepts that its hard battle to prevent in¬ 
patient bed closures is lost, so is determined to make 
the best of the situation and look to the future. 

Dr Taylor told the meeting: “What I want you to do 
is talk to friends and family and tell them that soon 
there will be something worthwhile fundraising for.”

Ali ‘tribute’ scarecrow 
sparks racism row 


A SCARECROW of Muham¬ 
mad Ali has been removed 
after it sparked a racism row - 
for resembling a golliwog. 

The scarecrow - which imi¬ 
tates a man in a boxing stance 

- was left as a tribute to the 
iconic boxer who died earlier 
this month. 

The life-size model has a 
small picket sign next to it 
which read ‘ALI - Stings like 
a Bee’ echoing one of his most 
famous quotations. 

But some have seen the man¬ 
nequin as provocative due to 
its likeness to a golliwog and 
after a string of complaints it 
has now disappeared. 

Mother-of-three Lucy Pin- 
ney, 63, was among those to 
see it on display in Awlis¬ 
combe, Devon. 

Lucy, of Honiton, said: “I 
was driving past and it made 
my jaw drop. 

“There is a scarecrow compe¬ 
tition and there are certainly 
many talented entries. But this 
is one of the first ones you see 

- when you look at it, it just 
looks like a golliwog. 

“It’s not acceptable anymore. 
I’m sure there were the best 
possible motives but it just hits 
that spot. 

“I just can’t believe that 
someone could not believe it 
was a bit off.” 


A picture of the scarecrow 
has since been shared on Twit¬ 
ter - with some saying it was 
good-natured fun but others la¬ 
beling it as casual racism. 

One Twitter user described it 
as ‘rudimentary’ but ‘good in¬ 
tent’ whereas another de¬ 
scribed it as ‘startling’. 

The tribute was seen over the 


weekend of June 18th and 19th 
but has since disappeared. 

The funeral of the boxer was 
held on June 17th with tributes 
being paid from across the 
world. The ex-heavyweight 
champion and civil rights ac¬ 
tivist died aged 74. 

The scarecrow’s creator has 
so far not been identified.

Caroline has supported WaterAid for more than 
10 years, through her work leading community 
choirs in Somerset - and raising funds through the 
Sing for Water projects - which nationally has 
raised thousands of pounds through song work¬ 
shops, choirs and events. 

Her husband Brian was at the second Glaston¬ 
bury Festival in 1971 and even helped to build part 
of the first Pyramid Stage. 

They will now be working as part of the recycling 
and bars team, alongside an army of 470 dedicated 
WaterAid volunteers, who will be making a splash 
at Worthy Farm this year. 

Caroline said: “We’re really proud to have been se¬ 
lected to represent WaterAid at Glastonbury. 

“We’re going to be working at the Park Stage bars 
helping with the new re-usable cups scheme. The 
aim is to provide a sustainable and collectable al¬ 
ternative to cardboard cups and helping to reduce 
the amount of litter on the site. 

“We’re really looking forward to being part of such 
an exciting new initiative. Access to safe water and 
improved sanitation really can transform lives. 

“The festival provides a great opportunity to get 
fellow festivalgoers thinking about the realities of 
life without safe water and toilets and to help en¬ 
gage thousands of people in a cause we feel pas¬ 
sionately about.” 

Last year, world leaders made the first ever com¬ 
mitment to reach ‘everyone everywhere’ with 


clean water and safe toilets: Global Goal 6. 

Aside from working on the recycling and bars 
team, Caroline, Brian and their fellow WaterAid vol¬ 
unteers are hoping to gather more than 40,000 
signatures at the Glastonbury Festival for Wat- 
erAid’s ‘Toilets Save Lives’ petition, which calls on 
David Cameron to explain how he plans to turn the 
promise of Goal 6 into a reality. 

The charity wants the UK government to provide 
a clear plan, backed with money to make it happen. 

WaterAid volunteers will be giving out drinking 
water to festivalgoers, collecting rubbish for recy¬ 
cling, manning the toilets, as well as helping man¬ 
age the pilot scheme to introduce reusable 
stainless steel cups. 

Each WaterAid volunteer works shifts of four to 
six hours a day - the same amount of time many 
in the developing world spend collecting water.

East Devon hit hard 
by bus drivers’ strike 


EAST Devon is being hit hard this week after 
First Dorset bus driver went on strike from 
Monday morning over a pay dispute. 

First Dorset have published emergency 
timetables for the week after last minute talks 
between the company and the union repre¬ 
senting the drivers, Unite, failed. 

The strike will affect the company’s network 
of services in Dorset and parts of East Devon. 

Because the talks failed, Unite bus drivers at 
Weymouth and Bridport depots are holding 
five days of strike action from Monday, June 
20th until Friday, June 25th. 

The two parties have discussed a pay settle¬ 
ment for months and ACAS has provided arbi¬ 
tration. 

All services on the X52 linking Lyme Regis 
with Exeter via Seaton and Sidmouth have 
been cancelled; customers wanting to travel to 
Exeter can catch the X51 service to Axminster 
Railway Station and take a train from there. 

The X53 service, from Axminster to Wey¬ 
mouth has also been cancelled. But First is 
providing an hourly service on the X51 be¬ 
tween Axminster and Dorchester. 

First Dorset MD Marc Reddy said: “Again, I’m 
extremely disappointed that Unite has taken 
the decision to proceed with strike action de¬ 
spite our renewed efforts to bring about a res¬ 
olution to prevent this regrettable course of 
action, which is designed to cause maximum 
disruption to our services and to our cus¬ 
tomers. 

“However, I can confirm we will be running 


services on most of our routes. We would ask 
our customers to be patient with us during 
this challenging time.’’ 

Mr Reddy added: “We are still absolutely 
committed to resolving this dispute, and we 
regret that the union has not taken into full 
consideration the damaging effects the action 
will have not just on customers but also the 
local economy which relies so much on 
tourism at this time of the year. 

“I would urge the union to get round the table 
again as soon as possible so that we can re¬ 
solve this dispute and spare our customers 
the inconvenience of disrupted bus services.’’ 

Unite regional officer Bob Lanning said: “Talks 
were held on Thursday with First Group man¬ 
agement. Unfortunately, insufficient progress 
was made and the week-long strike by the 
Weymouth and Bridport drivers will start on 
Monday.

“We appreciate that the dispute will incon¬ 
venience the travelling public, but the ball is 
firmly in the management’s court as they have 
steadfastly refused to rectify the pay inequal¬ 
ity of our members over many years, com¬ 
pared with other First Group drivers across 
the West Country.” 

Local Stagecoach services are not affected 
by this strike action.

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Freewheelers’ new lifesaving service 


A NEW lifesaving service has 
been launched that will enable 
blood transfusions to be given to 
critically injured people in remote 
locations. 

The service will see volunteer 
riders and drivers from Devon 
Freewheelers’ emergency re¬ 
sponse team, based in Honiton, 
dropping off blood to Dorset and 
Somerset Air Ambulance’s opera¬ 
tions centre at Henstridge Airfield 
every other day. 

The blood will then be available 
for air ambulance paramedics to 
administer blood when they arrive 
at the scene of an emergency. 

Devon Freewheelers’ blood 
bikes will also be available to de¬ 
liver an emergency response to re¬ 
plenish stocks if more blood is 
required by the aircrews at any 
time. 

The Devon Freewheelers started 
carrying blood for Dorset and 
Somerset Air Ambulance in April, 
and the official launch of the serv¬ 
ice took place at Henstridge air¬ 
base in Somerset on June 9th. 

Daniel Favery, founder and 
Chief Executive of Devon Free¬ 
wheelers, said: “Blood is crucial 
for the Helimed team so that they 
can carry out emergency blood 
transfusions for patients who suf¬ 
fer major trauma. 

“We’ve been providing this serv¬ 
ice for the NHS in the South West 
for years, but this new function 
means that even those who have 
accidents in remote locations can 
receive lifesaving blood as quickly 
as possible. 


“We’ve worked hard to secure 
the funding for this service from 
the Henry Surtees Foundation, so 
it’s a pleasure to now be working 
alongside Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance. 

“Since we started operating the 
service it has already saved a num¬ 
ber of lives, which demonstrates 
how critically important it is.” 

Getting blood to patients is es¬ 
sential in helping save lives, as it 
replenishes their blood volume, 
enabling oxygen to get to their 
vital organs. 

This gives patients a better 
chance of survival and buys the air 
ambulance staff the time needed to 
get patients to hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

The air ambulance has critical- 
care specialist paramedics on 
board who have specific training 
and qualifications to administer 
emergency blood. 

Emergency blood transfusions 
are usually given to patients who 
suffer life-threatening bleeding 
caused by major trauma or acute 
medical conditions. 

Forty per cent of trauma deaths 
are due to bleeding, so being able 
to carry and administer blood 
products to these patients before 
they get to hospital could be a 
matter of life or death. 

The collaboration means that 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance joins nine other air ambu¬ 
lance services across the UK that 
now carry blood products on 
board their aircraft and rapid re¬ 
sponse vehicles. Devon Free¬ 


wheelers, which has a team of 
50plus volunteer emergency vehi¬ 
cle drivers, will deliver four units 
of ‘O type’ red blood cells to 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance, unlike many others who 
carry only two. 

The Devon Freewheelers’ riders 
will pick up the blood from the 
transfusion laboratory at Dorset 
County Hospital (DCH) in tem¬ 
perature-regulated ‘Golden Hour’ 
boxes which keep the blood under 
6°C for up to 72 hours. 

If the box is unopened at the end 
of a 48-hour period, it will be col¬ 
lected by the Devon Freewheelers 
and returned to DCH where it will 
be reissued and utilised within the 
hospital. 

Similarly, if blood is used during 
a shift, the Helicopter Emergency 
Medical Service Desk (HEMS) 
contacts the DCH Transfusion 
Faboratory and the Devon Free¬ 
wheelers will deliver additional 
stocks within a matter of hours. 

The blood-storage containers are 
insulated boxes that maintain the 
blood within a narrow temperature 
range preventing damage and 
spoilage. When needed, the blood 
is warmed towards body tempera¬ 
ture using a small portable device. 

Devon Freewheelers is a charity 
that relies solely on volunteers and 
donations to run its life-saving 
out-of-hours service each year, 
which is not funded by the NHS. 

The current cost of running the 
service is around £150,000 per 
year, but more funds are needed 
for every new service that is 
added.

PARTICIPANTS in a guided 
Jurassic Coast canoe safari got 
their hands dirty through an 
impromptu beach clean. 

Axe Valley Canoe Club mem¬ 
bers and East Devon District 
Council countryside rangers 
were in charge of the trip from 
Beer to Branscombe. 

The principal aim was to take 
in the sights of the Jurassic 
Coast from the water, but the 
group stopped at Little Beach - 
a small cove on Beer Head only 
accessible by water - for a pic¬ 
nic in the evening sunshine, 
where they came across piles 
of rubbish which had been 
washed up on the shore. 


After just a few minutes, 
they had filled nine bin bags full 
of waste, leaving the beach 
much cleaner and safer for 
wildlife. 

Countryside ranger Nathan 
Robinson was upbeat despite 
the rubbish, and said: “The 
canoe trips have always been 
popular. 

“This is the first year we've 
offered a coastal canoe trip and 
it was great fun, as well as al¬ 
lowing us to enjoy the stunning 
Jurassic Coast and nesting 
seabirds, which live along the 
cliffs.

Don’t suffer in silence 


‘PLEASE don’t suffer in silence’ - that was the mes¬ 
sage delivered loud and clear by nurse Donna 
Billings in a talk about dementia given to the Beer 
Best Years Club. 

Donna, who works for the Townsend clinic which 
has surgeries in Beer and Seaton, is the lead nurse 
for dementia at the centre and is also a dementia 
champion for the Alzheimer’s Society. 

She came to the Mariners’ Hall to explain the work 
she does and what can be done to help people who 
think they may be suffering from the illness. 

“If people are concerned about their memory then 
we run a memory clinic in the Seaton surgery and 
they can call to come and see myself or Alice for an 
informal chat,” said Donna. 

“We do a basic mental assessment to give us an 
idea if there are any concerns and then decide if we 
need to take it further. 

“But memory can be affected by many different 
things and it is not just dementia.” 


Donna admitted there is still a slight stigma at¬ 
tached to people talking about dementia or admitting 
to themselves that they may be suffering the symp¬ 
toms and it is this barrier they are trying to break 
down. 

“We are trying to educate and reassure patients that 
it is okay to talk about memory loss and dementia,” 
added Donna. 

“There is still a stigma about it but people can live 
well with dementia and you can cope with it, even 
if you are living alone. 

“Our job is to educate and support people and let 
them know that there is a lot of help out there if they 
come and ask for it and if you catch dementia early 
then you can treat it, though there is no cure yet. 

“So please don’t suffer in silence and just come in 
for a chat. We are here to help.”

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Full steam ahead for Peco 



NOT many companies get to have a diesel loco¬ 
motive named in their honour but for Beer-based 
Peco it was the perfect tribute to mark their 70th 
anniversary. 

The family-owned business, which is one of the 
biggest private employers in East Devon, decided 
to treat their staff and guests to a ride on the West 
Somerset Railway from Bishops Lydeard to Mine- 
head earlier this month.

THE EU REFERENDUM 


Dear Fellow Voters, 

I believe an informed thoughtfulness about the 
coming EU referendum is vital, but have watched 
disturbed, as big corporations, big banks and big 
government have manipulated information to tell their 
particular tale about the EU, writing to millions of 
people, sometimes at taxpayers’ expense. Too often the 
statements by both sides of the argument are 
soundbites and with no substance. There is much to 
consider, and I apologise for the length of this letter. 

At heart the issue is one of principle. The economics 
and pragmatics are less simple, but I feel these are 
nonetheless decisive. 

The history of mankind has held many challenges, 
and as individuals, families and societies we are safest 
and most prosperous when three things are secure: 

• The Rule of Law, administered reasonably 
locally; 

• The Accountability of government; 

• A Democracy that is sufficient for us all to feel 
it’s effective. 

The Rule of Law has some structure within the EU, 
but it is too distant, too EU-partisan and too slow. And 
with a political agenda, the European Court has used 
its authority to widely expand EU power, intruding 
deep into areas nothing to do with trade and against 
the national will of many countries. There are signs 
too of the EU being above even its own laws and that 
it is developing an arrogant thirst for control, as 
unaccountable bureaucracies always do. 

Accountability: this is not so of the EU. 
Unaccountable government is bad government. The 
divided responsibilities have also led to a sort of denial 
and avoidance of responsibility by the individual 
national governments. Buck passing is legion. It is 
particularly ugly that restraining referenda in other 
countries have repeatedly been cast aside by the EU’s 
rolling mission, to ‘Ever Closer Union’. 

We have increasingly seen how all governments are 
manoeuvred by ‘big lobbying’. The EU, distant from 
voters, has particularly taken this culture into its heart 
and the claustrophobic nature of Brussels compounds 
this. The EU routinely funds organisations that tell it 
what it wants to hear, making it the worst decision 
taking environment. Big business pushes its agenda 
through lobbying, to support regimes of regulation it 
alone can manage, and thus the competition from 
smaller and newer providers is harmed. The EU’s 
incapacity to reform or to listen is from its 
determination to expand - but also from its inability to 
hear. Not a suitable form of government. 

Democracy: ‘By and for the people’ - the link must 
be close enough to be real and it must be effective. If 
everyone in the UK voted one way, even on a small 
issue within ever-growing EU control, we could not 
change it. This cannot be right. Electorates are 
increasingly disillusioned and the bond between 
government and people is broken. This is really 
dangerous, for it is on this that competent and civil 
society rests. We are so used to our security and 
freedoms that we easily ignore these issues, but they 
slip away and it is notable that extreme-position parties 
are really on the move in parts of Europe. 

No-one should think the EU has given up its 
ambitions to take power over all functions of the State. 
The recent ‘Five Presidents’ Report’ sets out what the 
EU’s next moves should be. These include increasing 
control over national governments’ decisions on tax 
and spending, over wages, welfare and employment 
and over money. We have seen the thin edge of the 
wedge before, and this is not even the thin edge! 

The EU has already sought to have its own foreign 
policy and for an integrated European army. Who 
across twenty-eight countries could agree military 
policy and command? How could it ever act swiftly? 
How could any democratic will be expressed? There 
is an approaching loss too, not much spoken of. The 
EU seeks to be a defence arrangement, and America is 
coming to imagine it this way too. NATO’s role is 
being eclipsed. But only having NATO as a clear and 
primary deterrent, tying America into the structure of 
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peace, has kept Europe - and beyond - safe. 

Economics and all that! Amongst all the statements 
about the value of the EU it is hard to hear genuine 
debate about the economics of ‘in or out’. Big 
corporate and big government often endorse and 
promote the EU. And of course they would. 
Convenience and ease of operation make them more 
inclined to control solutions and ‘standardisation’ and 
they have departments to ‘process regulation’. But 
they are blind to the deeper and long-term economic 
costs of this. Many big companies do not even pay tax 
proportionately in the UK and it is easy to see that 
short-term corporate convenience is not a judge of our 
long-term interest. By comparison, the 5.4 million 
small and medium sized businesses, which make up 
the backbone of the economy, and are 99% of all 
businesses, are badly hit by EU over-regulation. Their 
unique capacity to originate change and to grow is held 
back. Companies employing under 250 people make 
up over 60% of all employment, and it is from this 
sector that future growth and employment comes. This 
is the future. We cmsh it at our peril. 

Most importantly, the EU lacks understanding of 
human nature and its real dynamic. The future is made 
by individuals and families being able to work hard 
and productively in their jobs; and in building new 
businesses; and creating new employment. It is on 
innovation that future prosperity rests and it is often 
messy and never able to be standardised. It is vital to 
allow people to more easily deliver services and 
products, and to find opportunities and run with them. 
To make it all too hard and wearisome is to damage 
the future. Less regulation will make for more 
innovation, more investment, more growth, more jobs 
and happier people. So why should we endorse the 
EU, an organisation with an appalling record of 
making and entrenching new worlds of micro-control? 

The EU also misses the whole lesson of Europe’s 
togetherness and yet its diversity. Unlike some 
monolithic empires of the past, Europe’s heritage has 
been of independent countries and it is from this that 
its growth and trade came. It is countries with 
differences that trade! The more we are forced to 
standardise the less we will have to offer each other. 
It is not big controlled blocks that prosper: of the 
twenty countries with the highest incomes per head, 
nineteen are amongst the smaller economies - for 
instance Singapore, Australia and Switzerland. The 
only exception amongst them is the USA, with its 
proudly decentralised states and its vigour of business. 

Our economy does trade widely overseas, but most 
services and products are bought and sold within the 
country itself. The EU’s impact on these makes 
business in the UK harder and this, along with EU 
tariffs on certain goods coming into the EU, 
significantly increases prices in the domestic economy. 

‘Remain’ says that there must be standardisation for 
the Single Market and that this is all the regulation is 
about. But examination of the regulation and the areas 
subject to it shows this to be untrue. And free trade 
areas can operate without the sort of interference the 
EU creates. All life flourishes through diversity. 
Excessive reduction of variety diminishes endeavour, 
and even the inclination to endeavour. As a 
philosophy, uber-regulation demeans the human spirit. 
But to an unaccountable bureaucracy it is ever an 
addiction. 

Of course we can still trade freely with Europe from 
outside the EU, as we do widely elsewhere. Countries 
as different as Norway, Switzerland and Turkey have 
open trade deals with the EU. And Switzerland, 
outside the EU, exports four times as much per head 
to the EU as we do. Exports to the EU do not depend 
on EU membership. In any case the EU will not throw 
away European jobs by reducing their trade with us: 
the benefit of this is enormously on their side of the 
balance. Our trade with Europe is important, and will 
not disappear if we de-couple from the EU, but we 
should remember that we import more from Europe 
than we export; in other words it is a deficit 


arrangement. 

The trade deficit between us and the rest of the EU 
means a transfer to the rest of the EU of £68 billion a 
year. This is a loss of employment too. This is separate 
from the approximately £10 billion a year we pay into 
the EU. This double whammy is not to our advantage! 
Since 1999 British exports to the world outside the EU 
have grown much faster than those to the EU, and with 
the wider, non-EU world we run a huge surplus: that is 
money coming into the UK. That is where to grow 
business! 

The Common Market, which unfortunately became 
the EU, was conceived some seventy years ago. 
Europe, business and the world has changed. Europe 
is only a small part of today’s world, and a slow and 
economically sclerotic part. The majority of the 
liquidity and productive capacity of the world is 
elsewhere, and will increasingly be so. This is due to 
failing performance in the EU, and to strong growth 
elsewhere. Economic analysis shows the areas in which 
we have an economic comparative advantage over 
other countries - and we are best at those things that 
we export more of to the world outside the EU. This 
is the way to go. We must win and negotiate more 
business with the wider, faster growing world. We can 
best do this as an adaptably governed country, not by 
over control from a declining and monolithic EU. 

The EU has shockingly high youth unemployment 
and its economies grow very slowly. Its share of world 
output and income (GDP) has been falling. The trends 
indicate that by the time today’s children reach mid¬ 
life, the EU may be only ten per cent of the global GDP. 
The UK must concentrate on the rest of the world - on 
the future 90% - and on being more competitive. The 
EU’s destructive effect on employment, innovation, 
growth and competitiveness holds this back. The UK 
must look to the world as it really is today and to the 
future, and not be held back by the ideas from a now 
very different past. 

If we left the EU, two things would happen 
economically: we would become more competitive and 
benefit, and, as a more competitive location, we would 
receive increasing inward investment. We were told 
we would lose out on inward investment if we didn’t 
join the Euro, but time has shown that this was utterly 
untrue. UK inward investment remained strong and 
the UK Minister for Trade has confirmed that the UK 
was the EU’s number one destination for foreign 
investment. Outside the Euro, the UK already has 
advantages and outside the EU would have still more. 

Many of those who currently advocate remaining in 
the EU once told us we had to join the Euro currency 
or fail. In the run up to the Euro’s launch, countries 
joined the Exchange Rate Mechanism (ERM), which 
very badly damaged the UK economy and created 
serious unemployment, because it required the wrong 
interest rates and policies. Just as the Euro does now 
for much of Europe. When the economics forced us 
out of the ERM, our economy recovered quickly. 
Those advocates of the Euro were wrong then: they’re 
wrong now. 

‘Remain’ says there is no way forward after we leave, 
but there are many ways forward, and it is important 
to put this lie to rest. Not only are there other ways, as 
in past and present free trade treaties with the European 
countries, and other protections under various treaties 
and the World Trade Organisation, but it is false for 
anyone to pretend that a well-positioned, 
democratically governed country cannot flourish or 
cannot rearrange a number of trade agreements. 
Countless successful countries do, and the UK can. 
What is more - and this really matters - if we leave the 
EU we will have an accountable democracy for all our 
affairs: if those in power are not up to the task, we can 
change them. 

It is put about that to leave the EU is ‘the unknown’ 
- that to stay is more settled - but we know from 
experience that the future development of the EU is an 
unknown itself. We were repeatedly told that 
integration and regulation had come to an end, only to 
be astounded by new manoeuvres and damaging 
blunders, over which we have been utterly powerless. 
The pressures building up in the Eurozone and in the 
declining economies amongst its members are so deep- 
seated that they must lead to all sorts of painful 
outcomes. An explosion that has no method of escape 
has a much greater destructive force.

It is not only the UK that needs more economic self- 
determination. The single currency rate on the 
Continent has manifestly helped the strongest economy 
and ravaged others. 

No-one believes you can force children to grow at the 
same rate as their friends - even if it were possible it 
would damage and alienate them: it is not dissimilar 
with countries. The current North-South imbalance 
favours the strongest European economy as the Euro’s 
value is good for its exports, but it is too high for the 
South. There will be broken states: we see Greece 
already. There will be more in Southern and Eastern 
Europe. They may be bailed out for a while - at whose 
cost? - but reality cannot be hidden for long and the 
damage to employment and society is very worrying. 
They need a cheaper currency to be able to export and 
more freedom to create business and employment 
friendly economies. The present structure is a looming 
threat to the independence and responsibilities of 
nations and to goodwill and stability. We see how the 
EU system has given birth to new politics of hate in 
Greece, Germany and elsewhere. 

The EU’s attitude and how it has ridden roughshod 
over referenda in other countries naturally concern us. 
It is as if ‘the will of the people’ is nothing. The UK 
has long been perspicacious about bullying power and 
we are aware of a growing crisis. We are not alone in 
this. In the EU’s own survey, it found that most of its 
citizens did not trust it. There is a Gordian Knot that 
we alone can sever. 

And everywhere there is taxpayer and EU funded 
propaganda. The Treasury’s recent report fails to 
properly take account of much that drives and changes 
economies: it is deceiving and self-serving. Likewise 
there are many false scares about exiting the EU, 
including what will happen to those from the EU 
already in jobs here, but leaving the EU will not stop 
existing jobs continuing. However, we would 
permanently have complete control and responsibility 
over our own border and visa policies. The referendum 
is about a great issue and needs calm and considered 
thought, not scaremongering. It needs our best attempt 
to look into the future. 

If you are inclined to these arguments, don’t let 
anyone diminish this. These convictions are not anti- 
European; they are not ‘Little Englander’; and they are 
not quitters’ views. They are pro-European and pro- 
global engagement; they advocate reachable 
government, diversity and inclusiveness. Above all 
they back the best in human nature. They ‘stay’ with 
ideals deeper and more enduring than the top down, 
know best mega-state. 

It is a quip that ‘the certainties in life are death and 
taxes’, but a truth that the only certainty is change 
itself. Change is accelerating into a super-complex 
future. We know that adaptability is necessary to meet 
the challenge of change. The EU doesn’t have this: 
with its deep structural problems, its twenty-eight 
highly different countries and its bureaucratic centre 
and entrenched attitudes, it can never achieve it. 
Accountable nation states with strong and open mutual 
treaties in defence, trade and for the environment have 
long proved highly successful in meeting their people’s 
needs for freedom and for prosperity. They are the 
safest and ultimately the only way forward. 

By taking back full responsibility, our own 
governments will be accountable - and free to govern. 
And because they are fully accountable, they will be 
more responsive and better. We will expect more of 
them - and we will get it. We will gain in 
competitiveness and our energies will be into both 
European and global engagement. Our exit will spur 
reform in the continental EU and so bring help to other 
countries too. The UK, in all its great diversity, has a 
strong instinct for common sense. 

Brexit will be the start of better decisions and greater 
vigour. And we will be happier. We are all happier 
when we get going and when we take responsibility. 

Good luck to everyone in their deliberations.

■ MR BOB Turner of Ottery tells us to ‘Watch Pax- 
man for true facts’ on the EU (June 14th). Perhaps so, 
but I doubt a number of his claims. 

Mr Turner maintains that over 50,000 are working 
for the ‘EU machine’, but the true figure is 23,600 
plus another 9,300 on external contracts (EU website) 
which is far less than the City of Birmingham; not bad 
for an organisation serving 28 countries. 

As for salaries, he may not know these were consid¬ 
erably reduced in 2004 after a report from Britain’s 
EU commissioner. 

Indeed the EU says many staff are paid the same or 
lower than in their home countries and it has difficulty 
recruiting suitable staff from the UK, Luxembourg 
and Denmark where executive salaries are higher for 
people with similar responsibilities. 

Mr Turner also says ‘they do not tell us’ how much 
we pay into EU. I think it is well known that though 
we pay about £350 million per week after our rebate, 
with farming and research grants this figure is reduced 
to £140 million; we get various benefits especially ac¬ 
cess to a huge tariff free market. 

As for the claim that ‘our MEPs are miniscule’ in 
fact, with 73 elected representatives, we have the third 
highest among 28 members; only one less than 
France. British MEPs are among the most influential 
in the EU. 

Britain has been in the EU club for over 40 years 
and though it is far from perfect we should weigh the 
evidence for remain and leave very carefully before 
casting our vote. Our children and grandchildren will 
have to live with the consequences.
